A Proclamation commanding Capraines and Commanders 
of Souldiers to attend cheir Charge. 


VrSouereigne Lord the King being informed, That divers Com- 
manders, Captaines, Lieutenants, and other Officers ot the Armies, 
Garriſons,and Forces now in His Matieſttes pay aſwell in /reland, as in 
che Low-Countreys, haue too frequently reſorted, and are at this pre- 
ſent within this Realme,and doe abſent chemiſelues from their {euerall 
Charges and Commands, and conſidering that thereupon not onely 
| much difloiuteneſle, and negle of warlke diſcipline in their Troopes 

and Compantes mult necetlarily enſue, but allo great danger to the ſeruice and 1mploy- 
ment wherein they are placed, 1s manifeſtly threatned therby., His Mateſty willing to re- 
tormeanabule of {o perillous conſequence by the aduice of His Priay Councel] doth ſig- 
nifie and declare His Royall pleaſure,and doth ſtraitly charge & command, that all the ſaid 
Commanders,Captaines, Licutenants, and other Officers ( except onely thoſe thatare 
already deſigned, & a ppointed to ſerue inthe Fleete,or Army now at,or neere P/ymmonth, 
tor the time th..t they ſhall attend chat ſeruice ) do foorthwith recurne and repatreto their 
{eucrall charges, and there attend and performe the dueties and ſervices incident to their 
places. And that they, nor any of them doe hereafter abientthem/elues from their ſeue- 
rall Commands, bac oaely vpon 1uſtleaue obtained for ſomepreſsing and vrgent occali- 
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on, vpon paineto loſe their ſaid Offices and places, and to be further puniſhed according 


to their demerites, (7140 at the Court ar Ticnteld the fourth day of September, 1n the firſt 
yeere of bu +> AM ateſties Reigne of Great Britaine, France and Ireland.
